Berreth will be heard in a Court of Appeal

Dwayne Berreth’s applica¬ 
tion to the Court of Appeal in 
Calgary, for a leave of appeal, 
will be heard Aug. 10. 

The motion for a leave of 
appeal asks that Berreth’s 
original appeal, April 2, 
against the construction of a 
proposed Mountain View 
County (MVC) administra¬ 
tion building, neighbouring 


his property, be heard again. 

Berreth said he does not 
feel the April 2 appeal hear¬ 
ing was handled fairly so he 
has taken this next step. 

A notice of motion for leave 
of appeal states, in part: 
“(Berreth) was not advised 
that legal counsel on behalf 
of the (appeal) board would 
be present, and (Berreth) at¬ 
tended without legal coun¬ 
sel.” 


It also states Berreth was 
not given proper information 
to prepare for the appeal hear¬ 
ing, and was not given an op¬ 
portunity to respond to it 
once it was presented by the 
county. 

Clint Docken, legal repre¬ 
sentation for Berreth said if 
the leave of appeal is success¬ 
ful the decision (of MVC Ap¬ 
peal Board) will be reviewed. 

“Our argument is, the de¬ 


cision should be reviewed and 
go back for another hearing 
before MVC Appeal Board.” 

Docken said it shouldn’t 
matter that Appeal Board 
members could be the same 
people to hear the case for a 
second time because, if 
Berreth is successful, the 
Court of Appeal would pro¬ 
vide guidelines as to how the 
hearing should be con¬ 
ducted. 


Docken said there is no 
reason for ratepayers to 
worry about the building 
being worked on before 
Berreth’s arguments are 
heard Aug. 10. 

“My understanding is the 
building has only gone out 
to tender at this stage so to 
ask if they can continue 
with construction would be 
premature.”

Man threatened Sundre resident 


Man threatened Sundre 
resident 

A 21-year-old man who 
threatened to kill a Sundre 
man and burn down his 
house has been ordered to 
complete community service 
hours. 

Jeffrey Dean Thompson 
pleaded guilty to charges of 
uttering threats to cause 
bodily harm, being unlaw¬ 
fully in a dwelling house, 
possession of a weapon, and 
taking a motor vehicle with¬ 
out the owners consent. He 
was sentenced on May 10. 

The accused spent more 
than three months in pre¬ 
trial custody prior to last 
week’s court appearance. 

Thompson was involved 
in a confrontation outside 
the Sundre IGA in August at 
which time he pulled a knife 
and asked another man if he 
“wanted to die today”, court 
heard. 

In September, Thompson 
phoned another Sundre resi¬ 
dent and made threats to kill 
a staff member at the same 
IGA. 

He admitted being in the 
home of a former girlfriend 
without permission, and 
taking the woman’s vehicle. 
He also failed to show up 
for a scheduled court ap¬ 
pearance. 

The accused told Judge 
Daniel that he had turned 
his life around following his 
arrest. 

“I’m trying to be a re¬ 
sponsible member of soci¬ 
ety,” said Thompson. “It 
(jail) was a real learning 
experience.” 

The judge handed 
Thompson a 12 month sus¬ 
pended sentence including 
probation. 

She also ordered him to 
complete 100 hours of com¬ 
munity service, not to enter 
the town of Sundre without 
permission, and prohibited 
him from owning any fire¬ 
arms or weapons for 10 
years.

Drunk driver jailed 

A Carstairs man con¬ 
victed of his fourth drunk 
driving charge has been 
jailed. 

Kenneth McDonnell, 33, 
pleaded guilty on May 10 to 
charges of impaired opera¬ 
tion and disqualified driv¬ 
ing. 

The accused was stopped 
by police on June 3, 2003 
when he was clocked doing 
178 km per hour on the 100 
km per hour Hwy 580, court 
heard. 

A breathalyzer test indi¬ 
cated his blood alcohol level 
was 260 mg per cent or more 
than three times the legal 
limit. 

McDonnell was a disquali¬ 
fied driver at the time of his 
arrest. 

He had three previous 
convictions for alcohol re¬ 
lated driving, said prosecu¬ 
tor Danny Elliott. 


“Why is it you have not 
got the message,” said 
Judge C. Daniel. “If you had 
been in any kind of accident 
you would have killed your¬ 
self. The community is fed 
up. This is absolutely out¬ 
rageous.” 

The judge sentenced the 
accused to 90 days in jail on 
the impaired charge and 
$1,000 on the disqualified 
driving charge. She also 
prohibited him from driving 
for one year. 

Warning the accused 
against any further drunk 
driving incidents, Judge 
Daniel said, 

“If you’ve killed or hurt 
somebody next time, God 
help you.”

STEP enforced in Didsbury

This past Wednesday, 
Didsbury RCMP and the 
Calgary Health Region 
teamed up to teach local 
Didsburians the importance 
of wearing a seat belt, and 
securing your child in a car 
seat. 

A check stop was set up 
off 20th St. in Didsbury, cars 
were pulled over to ensure 
people were fastened in, 
and if they had children, a 
check was done to make 
sure they were properly se¬ 
cured in their safety seats. 

During the month of May, 
the RCMP, and the Alberta 
police services in conjunc¬ 
tion with partners in the Al¬ 
berta Occupant Restraint 
Program (AORP) will be 
launching the Selective En¬ 
forcement Program (STEP) 
for seat belts. A series of 
hard hitting ads will hit bill¬ 
boards and radio stations, 
the ads give an image of the 
possible consequences of not 
wearing a seat belt. 

“Yes, it is a hard image,” 
said Colleen Dougan, 
Didsbury and District Public 
Health official. “But we have 
a tough message to get out 
to everyone. You have to 
use images and messages 
that are going to work with 
your target group, use 
something that’s going to 
change the behaviour of 
drivers and passengers who 
choose to not buckle up. 
Focus tests indicate this 
type of message will defi¬ 
nitely have non-users 
thinking about doing up 
their seat belts.”

education and enforcement 
efforts are focused on in¬ 
creasing seat belt wearing 
rates across Alberta by con¬ 
tributing to educate the mo¬ 
toring public about the seri¬ 
ous consequences of not 
wearing a seat belt, or not 
using a child safety seat. 

The provincial campaign 
supports local and commu¬ 


nity efforts to increase seat 
belt wearing rates to achieve 
a provincial goal of a 95% 
seat belt wearing rate by 
2010. 

“In total we checked 
seven vehicles for child re¬ 
straints and child passen¬ 
gers,” said Dougan. “We is¬ 
sued three tickets.” 

People who were issued 


a ticket have the option of 
paying the $115 fine, or at¬ 
tending an option 4 class that 
teaches about car seat safety. 
These classes will be held June 9th 
and 16th, from 7 p.m. to 8:30 p.m. 
The public can also attend, they 
must call 335-7292 to register. 

At any time, people interested 
in finding out the right way to oper¬ 
ate a child safety seat, they can 
contact the RCMP station. 


Carstairs seeking support to have ambulance stationed 

in Town

Preliminary talks have been ini¬ 
tiated by the Town of Carstairs to 
have an ambulance unit brought to 
Carstairs, so that response times 
can be increased which could ulti¬ 
mately save more lives. 

The Town say they would ulti¬ 
mately like to see a new unit pur¬ 
chased and stationed in Carstairs, 
but if this isn’t possible they are hop¬ 
ing to gamer support from other 
area municipalities to have the 
ambulance which is currently sta¬ 
tioned in Didsbury moved to the 
Town. 

At this point the Town is just try¬ 
ing to gamer support from other 
municipalities and see if the inter¬ 
est is there. Absolutely nothing is 
official, and everything is veiy pre¬ 
liminary the Town stressed. 

“We would like to move it to 
Carstairs so we can better serve 
the area,” said Town of Carstairs 
Councillor Suzy Miller who sits as 
the Town’s rep on the Mountain 
View Regional Emergency Serv¬ 
ices (MVRES) commission. The 
Commission, which is owned by the 
municipalities within Mountain View 
County, provides the ambulance 
service for the area. 

Miller explained to council last 
Monday that if the unit was moved 


to the Town it is expected that re¬ 
sponse times would increase by 
15 minutes for the Village of 
Cremona and Water Valley. 

The Town says that their con¬ 
cern is the fact that north of Airdrie 
there isn’t a single ambulance unit 
until you get to Didsbury. 

“You have a whole region from 
Airdrie north (to Didsbury) with no 
ambulance,” said Carl McDonnell, 
the Town’s CAO. 

Since the Calgary Heath Re¬ 
gion (CHR) took over the Dids¬ 
bury hospital, which also moved 
Carstairs in the CHR’s territory the 
Town has concerns about “lack¬ 
ing” services, and hopes with such 
a busy - mostly urban - health au¬ 
thority that the rural needs of 
Carstairs and area won’t be left in 
the dust and forgotten about. 

“With the bulk of our (Ambu¬ 
lance commission) region with 
David Thompson (Health Region) 
we need better service down 
here,” Miller said. 

The MVRES owns a fleet of five 
ambulances, and of these five 
units only one ambulance sits in 
the CHR, as the other four are apart 
of the David Thompson Health 
Region. 

McDonnell says the Town 
would rather have a second unit 
purchased and have an ambu¬ 


lance housed in both Carstairs and 
Didsbury, but isn’t sure, at this time, 
who will be picking up the tab. 

The Province announced a few 
weeks ago during the 2004 budget 
that health regions will receive an 
injection of funding to cover the 
costs of ambulance service. So, 
basically the per capita funding 
currently paid for by taxpayers will 
now be paid for the Province. 

Olds-Didsbury-Three Hills MIA 
Richard Marz gave a mixed, un¬ 
clear answer on who would be pro¬ 
viding capital expenditure funding 
once the Province takes over. 

“It is my understanding that 
the Province will be assuming 
costs of the ambulance service so 
I would assume that would in¬ 
clude the capital costs. 

But, bare in mind some munici¬ 
palities are running an ambulance 
that they contract to the municipal¬ 
ity to provide that service. So, if they 
are already owning it we wouldn’t 
necessarily have to buy (the am¬ 
bulances)... except we would con¬ 
tract on a fee-per-service basis,” 
Marz said. 

Marz wasn’t 100 per cent sure, 
but says that despite the MVRES 
being publicly owned by the mu¬ 
nicipalities, that if they were con¬ 
tracted for the ambulance service 
by the CHR that the Commission 


would be responsible for purchas¬ 
ing their own ambulances and then 
contracting their services out to the 
health regions. 

“If they are running as a Com¬ 
mission and they want to contract 
to the RHA (Regional Health Au¬ 
thority), they would contract for a 
fee-per-service basis and they 
would provide their own capital 
costs. I don’t see the RHA’s getting 
into owning a whole fleet of ambu¬ 
lances,” Marz added. 

The Town’s Mayor Lance 
Colby says that it was his under¬ 
standing that the health regions 
would be looking at their regions 
and assessing the needs and pro¬ 
viding capital costs for items such 
as ambulances. 

The MVRES Commission 
Chairperson Kris Bojda says that 
full details on the funding framework 
is expected to be released to them 
at some point next month. 

Bojda says that the Commission 
is very open and willing to enter¬ 
tain discussions with the Town of 
Carstairs on their proposal to have 
an ambulance stationed in 
Carstairs. 

“I think the provision of ambu¬ 
lance service in the County of Moun¬ 
tain View is obviously of big inter¬ 
est to the Commission," said Bojda 
said.

In April I wrote about the 
uncertainty of our funding for 
next year under new guidelines 
from Edmonton. Since then 
principals have had a chance to 
work with the new formulas and 
their projected enrolments for 
2004 - 05. The fog is clearing 
and the landscape it reveals is 
not pretty. 

As you will see elsewhere in 
this paper we are in a budget 
crunch that could result in 
thirty fewer teaching positions 
for next year. How did this hap¬ 
pen? First, our enrolment is 
projected to drop by between 
200 and 300 students (largely 
attributable to expansion of Red 
Deer Separate within our divi¬ 
sion). Second, operating costs 
have increased steeply; we all 
know about rocketing energy 
bills, but we also had to meet a 
14% arbitrated teacher pay in¬ 
crease last year that has never 
been fully covered by the Prov¬ 
ince. Third, the Province has 
developed new formulas for cal¬ 
culating the way it distributes 
funds that do not particularly 
favor us. From what I hear we 
are not the only division in this 
predicament. 

When we look to spending 
cuts the only area that makes any 
dent in our large budget is per¬ 
sonnel. We could cut spending 
on "stuff’ like supplies, books, 


and photocopying, but it would 
have little effect on a budget that 
is largely wage oriented. 

Let me switch for a moment to 
another topic - you'll see the con¬ 
nection in a little while. I was 
recently involved in selecting a 
zone candidate for the Edwin Parr 
Award. This involved travelling 
as far north as Millet, west to Syl¬ 
van Lake and east to Lougheed 
to meet and assess the best of our 
first year teachers. It is inspira¬ 
tional to see what these dedicated 
and energetic young people have 
achieved in their first year of 
teaching. Their enthusiasm and 
optimism is contagious. It is clear 
that the students in their care 
have had a special experience this 
year. 

But what of next year? Will 
these talented new teachers still 
be around to benefit more chil¬ 
dren? Likely not if our cuts are 
to be as severe as predicted. How 
can this be? Well, all beginning 
teachers are on a temporary con¬ 
tract. They are on trial, so to 
speak, for that first year. If they 
make the grade, and if there is a 
job for them the ensuing year 
they will be offered a continuous 
contract. Once a teacher has a 
continuous contract then that 
teacher has a good deal of secu¬ 
rity. Most of our teachers are pro¬ 
tected from arbitrary dismissal by 
legal strictures. 

We do have a policy on the re¬ 
duction of professional staff 


(GCPA) which is to be followed if 
there is a need to lay off teachers 
because of declining enrolments 
or decrease in financial support. 
One of the key clauses says," sen¬ 
iority will be used as the deter¬ 
mining factor when qualifications, 
instructional needs, and relative 
competency are deemed equal". 
So, our first year teachers are the 
most vulnerable to lay off, followed 
by their colleagues of two or three 
years experience. 

It was only a few years ago that 
I heard the Minister of Learning 
address trustees in Red Deer 
about his concern over the high 
proportion of beginning teachers 
who drop out of the profession. He 
speculated that a big reason was 
the lack of support new teachers 
received. I could add another rea¬ 
son and that would be the lack of 
job prospects. 

Teaching is a high energy, 
youth oriented occupation. It 
makes me angry to think that the 
very group we wish to cultivate 
and encourage, our young teach¬ 
ers, are now most likely to be laid 
off. Not only are they out of a job 
but our students will be missing 
the optimism, energy, and enthu¬ 
siasm of these new professionals.

Dear Editor: 

The Boer War was an imperi¬ 
alist campaign waged by Britain 
in South Africa, from 1899 to 
1902. The official justification of 
this war was that the British 
wished to end slavery in the 
Transvaal and the Orange Free 
States - those areas of South Af¬ 
rica still under Afrikaner control 
before commencement of hos¬ 
tilities. 

The more careful observers 
however believed this war was 
fought by Great Britain with the 
intention of obtaining the man¬ 
agement of the large gold fields 
existing in Transvaal. While 
there is much truth in this. 
Great Britain also desired to pre¬ 
serve British hegemony in Af¬ 
rica - a continent which in the 
late 1800’s was in the process of 
being carved up by other Euro¬ 
pean powers - including Bel¬ 
gium, France and Germany. 
Likewise, America’s brutal inva¬ 
sion of Iraq has had little to do 
with the installation of democ¬ 
racy in the region. 

While Iraqi oil has certainly 
played a large factor in Ameri¬ 
ca’s current geopolitical designs, 
the new Rome also has an inert 
wish to place the entire Middle 
Eastern region underneath the 
thumb of its established order at 
any cost. 

America’s consumerist soci¬ 
ety could well use Iraq’s 115 bil¬ 
lion barrels of proven oil depos¬ 
its, and its massive natural gas 
stores, which amount to 110 tril¬ 
lion cubit feet. But the goals of 
imperialism are more intricate 
than mere resource accumula¬ 
tion. For America to retain its 
position within the top echelons 
of the world order, it must fur¬ 
ther demand the fullest compli¬ 
ance from the entire global com¬ 
munity. 

George W. Bush currently has 
few political allies in the Middle 
East, and South Asia. Further¬ 
more, it is ironic that each of 
these so-called friendly nations 

- including Israel, Jordan, Saudi 
Arabia, Kuwait, the United Arab 
Emirates, Turkey and Pakistan 

- are guilty of despicable human 
rights violations. None of the 
above can be accurately classi¬ 
fied as moderates and therefore 
need not fear the threats of “re¬ 
gime change” of “reconstruc¬ 
tion.” Such was the story with 
Iraq, until it made the fatal gaffe 
of invading Kuwait in 1991. 
Until this grave miscalculation, 
Saddam Hussein was actually 
perceived as an ally of the west. 

Iraq’s foray into Kuwait was 
initiated with the ultimate ob¬ 
jective of controlling two of its 
neighbouring Gulf states’ oil re¬ 
serves. Saddam had charge Ku¬ 
wait and the United Arab Emir¬ 
ates with turning their backs on 
a former accord based on the 
limitation of oil production. The 
Iraqi dictator believed the over 
production from both countries 
effectively lowered oil prices, and 
has cost Iraq one billion dollars 
in revenue. America swiftly re¬ 
sponded to Iraq’s bold gestures, 
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Boering War 


by pushing the Iraqi military out 
of Kuwait. Thereafter, America 
continued to fly sorties over 
Iraq-bombing the country sense¬ 
less until 2004. The hypocritical 
United Nations played their 
own monstrous role by installing 
a regime of brutal sanctions 
against the war torn state - re¬ 
strictions which incidentally 
were only lifted when Dick 
Cheney’s friends from 
Haliburton were finally ready to 
begin their war profiteering 
project in Iraq. 

However, during the Iran-Iraq 
war of 1980-1988, Saddam 
Hussein’s chief quartermasters 
once came from America and 
Western Europe. Secular, 
Baathist ruled Iraq originally be¬ 
lieved the Shiite theocracy of 
Iran would be relatively 
unproblematic to conquer and 
occupy. 

But this was a war which re¬ 
fused to end, and as the conflict 
prolonged, both sides required 
more weapons. The United 
States severed relations with 


Iran in 1980, and although offi¬ 
cially neutral towards the con¬ 
flict, was willing to help arm Iraq 
as the Arabic country’s Soviet 
weaponry gradually depleted. As 
an envoy of Republican Presi¬ 
dent Ronald Reagan, Donald 
Rumsfeld visited Saddam 
Hussein in Iraq, in December 
1983. Centre to their discus¬ 
sions was America and Iraq’s 
shared dislike to Iran and Syria, 
and Iraq’s willingness to trade 
oil for arms. American control of 
the Persian Gulf region and the 
flow of oil were two of America’s 
greatest concerns, and this was 
reflected in Reagan’s National 
Security Decision Direction 114 
(dated November 26, 1983). Yet, 
oil transportation from Iraq to 
the United States was threat¬ 
ened, as Syria had blocked off a 
pipeline carrying Iraqi oil 
through the country. Moreover, 
in the south of Iraq, Iran contin¬ 
ued to upset the transportation 
of Iraqi oil from the Persian 
Gulf.

Harold Johnsrude, MVC 
Commissioner, spoke as the 
applicant at the original appeal 
hearing. He said MVC will re¬ 
view information about 
Berreth’s leave of appeal that 
was provided to them May 13. 

“We have to assess the 
whole thing,” Johnsrude said 
May 17. “I was out of the office 
until this morning so I’m just 
learning of this now. I have no 
further comment until this 
matter is reviewed.” 

He said this does, however, 
bring additional costs to the 
county. 

Berreth said he is using his 
own money, approximately 
$5,000, to fight the decision of 
the MVC Appeal Board. 

“I’m not doing this to hurt 
anybody, it is just unfair the 
way they (MVC county and ap¬ 
peal board) handled it,” said 
Berreth. “(People ask) why am 
I doing this? I am protecting my 
livelihood, my property and my 
fundamental rights.’ 

His first appeal against the 
new administration building’s 
location was based on many 
concerns, such as, it could pose 
a threat to his water supply. 

Berreth said he feels it is 
money well spent to protect the 
water on his property. 

“What value do you put on 
water? If they (MVC) start fool¬ 
ing around out there, what is 
going to happen to me?” 

Berreth said, in his opinion, 
the MVC appeal hearing was 
not conducted properly. 

“That (appeal board) should 
not have been allowed to sit on 
this hearing. 

They are appointed by MVC 
and this was a decision they 
were making for MVC. 

An appeal board from an¬ 
other county, that doesn’t have 
an opinion on this matter, 
should have been used,” said 
Berreth. 

Kathy Blain, secretary for 
Mountain View Taxpayers As¬ 
sociation (MVTA), said they 
have nothing to do with this 
process taken on by Berreth. 

“This is Mr. Berreth’s ap¬ 
peal. Our mandate is to get in¬ 
formation out to taxpayers and 
that is what we are doing, but 
we are 100 per cent behind 
him,” she said adding, MVTA 
is not a special interest group. 

“We have well over 200 paid 
memberships (to MVTA) from 
all over this county.” 

Syd Vollmin, executive direc¬ 
tor for MVTA, said “I’m real 
pleased with the determination 
shown by Mr. Berreth.”

C.O.W. is just one of the or¬ 
ganization’s many programs 
dedicated to help raise the pro¬ 
file of family-based literacy in 
the community by offering a 
wide array of information, dis¬ 
plays, games, activities, and sto- 


Arlene Wilde is a literacy co¬ 
ordinator for the group and says 
some parents may not realize 
how vital a role literacy can play 
in the brain development of 
their child from birth to age two. 
“I cannot stress enough how im¬ 
portant it is - particularly in the 
pre-school years - to introduce 
literacy into your day to day life,” 
says Wilde. “A real bonus for us 
in having the bus is the fact that 
we were able to inherit hun¬ 
dreds of really fun and appropri¬ 
ate children’s books that we can 
use afterwards as well as our 
legacy library.” 

Wilde says the use of tech¬ 
niques such as rhyming games, 
chants, songs, and (of course) 
books all helps augment the cru¬ 


cial early development of your 
child’s cognitive and language 
skills. “The power of music com¬ 
bined with language is very pow¬ 
erful,” explains Wilde. “...You 
can remember almost anything 
when it’s put to a song. Think 
about your favorite jingle you 
may have heard on the radio or 
T.V...chances are you remember 
a product better once it’s name 
is put to music.” Wilde says lit¬ 
eracy is a lot like that. Even the 
alphabet song can empower very 
young children to master those 
initial steps of literacy that will 
eventually help them string let¬ 
ters together to make words and 
words together to make sen¬ 
tences later in their develop¬ 
ment. 


C.O.W. is made possible 
through donations by FCSS 
committees in Olds, Sundre, 
Carstairs, Cremona and Moun¬ 
tain View County. “Parent-Child

NOTES FROM NIGERIA 

Struck by a severe thunderstorm 


Dear family and 
friends. 

You haven’t heard from 
us for awhile. Two weeks 
ago we had a severe thun¬ 
derstorm. It started during 
hot lunch so we were out 
sitting under a tree enjoy¬ 
ing a great meal. The storm 
came up quickly and within 
just a couple minutes it was 
pouring. It was a rapid mov¬ 
ing storm and soon was 
right over us with lots of 
lightning and thunder. One 
of the lightning strikes hit 
close enough to the school 
that there were sparks fly¬ 
ing and the power packs for 
two of the computers 
burned up. Unfortunately, 
those two computers are the 
servers for the whole sys¬ 
tem so we were without com¬ 
puters for several days while 
they fixed those. The light¬ 
ning also burned out some¬ 
thing in the satellite dish so 
it was several more days 
before we had our internet 
connection back. It is nice 
to be connected with the 
world again. After living 
here for years when we 
could not send letters 
quickly, we have gotten 
spoiled having the internet. 
It was amazing how frus¬ 
trating it was to have it 
down. And yet we used to 
think nothing of waiting 
four or more weeks to get 
answers to letters we sent. 

It is AP exam time. Stu¬ 


dents take Advanced Place¬ 
ment courses which are like 
honors courses. Then in 
May we give exams. They 
are external exams. We or¬ 
der them from the testing 
center in the States, give 
them, and then send them 
back to the States for mark¬ 
ing. There is a standard pro¬ 
tocol for giving them that 
has to be followed veiy care¬ 
fully. The students can re¬ 
ceive college credit for their 
exam scores if they are high 
enough. A student that 
graduated last year received 
about three semesters of col¬ 
lege credit for her scores. 
Most of the exams are three 
to four hours long and are 
very difficult. With the pre¬ 
liminary forms they have to 
fill out and other things it 
usually takes over four 
hours. By the time we are 
done I will have given nine 
exams (Dan gave one be¬ 
cause it was at the same 
time as another I was giv¬ 
ing). I have spent a lot of 
time watching students 
work hard. On two days 
there was an exam in the 
morning and one in the af¬ 
ternoon, so I started at 8:00 
am and finished after 4:00. 
One of the exams was a 
music exam and each stu¬ 
dent taking it had to do an 
individual sight singing sec¬ 
tion so we didn’t finish with 
that one until after 5:30. It 
will be interesting to see 


how well the students do. I 
should get a list of their 
scores sometime in late July 
or early August. 

Dan has been covering 
my study hall while I have 
been giving the exams. He 
is stricter with the kids than 
I am and that has been good 
for them. Some of them may 
have actually studied rather 
than play games or visit 
with friends. Some of the 
students are very good 
about using their time 
wisely but others are not 
going to do now what they 
can put off until later. Gen¬ 
erally they are all good, de¬ 
cent kids but they are teen¬ 
agers and are often testing 
the boundaries. 

This is the time of year 
when everything gets very 
busy. There are concerts, 
awards assemblies and 
other special activities so 
that the evenings can also 
become busy. This past Sun¬ 
day was the honors recital. 
I always enjoy this because 
the students are very good 
and the music is great. 

We had classical music 
as well as jazz. There were 
piano pieces, flute pieces as 
well as violin and cello 
pieces. One of the grade 
twelve girls sang a Latin 
piece with one of the third 
grader girls. It was beauti¬ 
ful. 

About three weeks ago I 
did something that turned 


out to be foolish. A small 
group of us had gone out to 
visit the students at the 
EMS hostel. These are the 
children of Nigerian mis¬ 
sionaries who live at the 
hostel so they can go to 
school. Several of the stu¬ 
dents were not able to go 
home over their five-week 
break because their parents 
did not have the money to 
pay for transportation. 

We went out to just 
spend some time with them. 
The girls’ hostel is about a 
block away if you go in the 
back gate, but about a half 
mile if you have to go 
around to the front gate. 
While we were there, the 
guard locked the back gate 
and left, even though he was 
not supposed to. We decided 
we would see if it was possi¬ 
ble to get over the fence and 
save ourselves the long 
walk. I slipped while getting 
up on the fence and came 
down on my rib cage. We de¬ 
cided, after that, that the 
walk was not all that long. 
My side hurt but not all 
that bad, but over the next 
few days it just got worse. 
The end result is that I ei¬ 
ther cracked a rib or sepa¬ 
rated the cartilage on my rib 
cage. 

Now three weeks later I 
can finally take a deep breath 
without pain and sleep 
fairly comfortably. 

It isn’t completely back 


to normal but a lot better. I 
have to remember that I am 
no longer twenty years old 
but more than twice that. I 
can no longer do all the 
things I did at twenty. 

Dan went to Abuja yes¬ 
terday to check up on our 
quota document. All went 
well and that we were 


granted a renewal of the 
quota document, but for 
one year instead of the 
normal two. Next year 
we will have to apply for 
a brand new quota.

Trucks of all shapes 
and sizes are in high de¬ 
mand these days.

Howdy y’all 

Ah’m deep in the 
heart of Texas, moving 
slowly, but not very 
surely toward a very 
distant goal. I’ll be 
writing this missive in 
stages. I’m starting 
while in Valley Mills, a 
small town 40 km west 
of Waco. I managed to 
meet my target of 500 
km in the first week, 
but I’m already a day 
and a half behind in the 
second week. The rear 
wheel rim has cracked 
and I had to get a new 
one sent out from 
Waco. No sooner got 
that fixed and noticed 
a bolt that holds my 
rear rack had broken - 
so I had to find a ma¬ 
chinist to drill that out 
and rethread it. 

What interesting 
country so far! Corpus 
Christi has palm trees 
and sand dunes. I 
talked to a guy 
(Reuben) who was fish¬ 
ing for “reds” - but he 
hadn’t caught any yet 
- guess fishing requires 
patience wherever you 
live. 

Cycled through 
“Goliad” which was a 
church mission in the 
early 1800’s just like 
the Alamo. Actually the 
fuss with the “Texians” 
and the Mexicans 
started at Goliad and 
there was a massacre 
there too. The reason 
the Alamo is famous is 
because of who was 
killed there (David 
Crocket and Jim 
Bowie) and because its 
defeat lead directly to 
the defeat of the Mexi¬ 
cans by an army raised 
and lead by Sam Hou¬ 
ston. Texas was an in¬ 
dependent country for 
10 years before it 
joined the U.S.

Due to the threat of predators and disturbed habitat, the population of the 
woodland caribou of the Alberta Boreal Forest, has decreased in the past 
decade to the point where they are considered a threatened species. Increased 
industrial activity in the Boreal Forest has also impacted the caribou. 

In 2001, several oil and gas companies and the Canadian Association of 
Petroleum Producers, joined forces with the forest industry, Environment 
Canada, Alberta Sustainable Resource Development and the Alberta 
Conservation Association to sponsor the Caribou Range Restoration Project 
(CRRP). Past research on caribou behaviour in different areas of Alberta, 
showed that linear disturbances such as roads and seismic lines and their 
associated impacts may have affected the caribou. 

The CRRP is an ongoing project that aims to develop new techniques or 
best practices that will decrease the historical linear footprint and their 
associated impacts. For example, work is being done on re-establishing 
shrub/tree vegetation on old cutlines. Through these initiatives and continued 
research, the CRRP will continue to work at restoring a more natural habitat 
for the woodland caribou. 

"Our goal is to manage our activities to minimize 
impacts on the caribou. Through the CRRP, government 
agencies and oil and gas companies have come 
together with increased awareness of caribou habitat 
management and research," says Carol Engstrom,

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QUESTION: Does the middle child really have greater 
adaptive problems than her siblings? 

DR. DOBSON: The middle child does sometimes find it 
more difficult to establish her identity within the family. 
She enjoys neither the status of the eldest nor the atten¬ 
tion given to the baby. 

Furthermore, she is likely to be born at a busy period in 
the life of her parents, and especially her mother. Then dur¬ 
ing her preschool years, her precious territory is invaded 
by a cute little newborn who steals Mama from her. Is it 
any wonder that she often asks, “Who am I and where is 
my place in life?” 

QUESTION: What can I do to help my middle child fig¬ 
ure out who she is? 

DR. DOBSON: Parents should take steps to ensure the 
identity of all their children, not just as members of the 
family, but as unique individuals. This is especially needed 
on behalf of middle children. Let me offer a couple of sug¬ 
gestions that will illustrate what I mean. 

1. It is meaningful for Dad or Mom to “date” each child, 
one at a time, periodically. The other kids should not be 
told where they are going until it is revealed afterward by 
the chosen child. They can play miniature golf, go bowling, 
play basketball, eat tacos or pizza, or visit a skating rink. 
The choice of activities should be made by the child whose 
turn has arrived. 

2. Ask each offspring to design his or her own flag, which 
can be sewn in canvas or cloth. That flag can then flown in 
the front yard on the child’s “special” days, celebrating 
birthdays, good grades, athletic achievements and so forth. 

There are other ways to accomplish the same purpose. 
The target, again, is to plan activities that emphasize one 
child’s individuality apart from his identity within the 
group. 

QUESTION: My marriage has been a very unsatisfying 
thing for me. I would divorce my husband if it were not for 
my concern for our three children. What does the research 
say about the impact of divorce on kids? 

DR. DOBSON: It’s now known that emotional develop¬ 
ment in children is directly related to the presence of warm, 
nurturing, sustained and continuous interaction with both 
parents. Anything that interferes with the vital relation¬ 
ship with either mother or father can have lasting conse¬ 
quences for the child. 

One landmark study revealed that 90 percent of children 
from divorced homes suffered from an acute sense of shock 
when the separation occurred, including profound griev¬ 
ing and irrational fears. Fifty percent reported feeling re¬ 
jected and abandoned, and indeed half of the fathers never 
came to see their children three years after the divorce. 

One-third of the boys and girls feared abandonment by 
the remaining parent, and 66 percent experienced yearn¬ 
ing for the absent parent with an intensity that research¬ 
ers described as overwhelming. Most significant, 37 per¬ 
cent of the children were even more unhappy and dissatis¬ 
fied five years after the divorce than they had been at 18 
months. In other words, time did not heal their wounds. 

That’s the real meaning of divorce. It is certainly what I 
think about, with righteous indignation, when I see infi¬ 
delity and marital deceit portrayed on television as some 
kind of exciting game for two. 

The bottom line is that you are right to consider the wel¬ 
fare of your children in deciding whether or not to seek a 
divorce. As empty as the marital relationship continues to 
be for you, it is likely, from what I know of your circum¬ 
stances, that your kids will fare better if you choose to stick 
it out.

Despite officially con¬ 
demning Iraq’s use of 
chemical weapons against 
Iran in March 1984, 
America continued to allow 
the exportation of helicop¬ 
ters, heavy trucks and 
other shipments of machin¬ 
ery meant primarily for 
military applications to 
Iraq. Other countries - in¬ 
cluding Britain, Israel, Bra¬ 
zil and South Africa - began 
to import weapons to both 
Iran and Iraq - turning the 
war into a cash cow for 
weapons manufacturers. 

Presently, there is still a 
lot of bucks to be made in 
Iraq for the enterprising 
mercenary. It is estimated 
that 25 percent of $18.6 bil¬ 
lion dollar fund set aside 
for private security compa¬ 
nies will go to those guard¬ 
ing pipelines, and interro¬ 
gating prisoners in such in¬ 
stitutions as infamous Abu 
Gharib facility. Control 
Risks Group pays its em¬ 
ployees (largely ex service¬ 
men from the British SAS) 
nearly $1000 a day to serve 
in Iraq. Thirty five such 
companies representing 


hired gunslingers, compro¬ 
mise 20% of Iraq’s imperial 
invasion force, and are of 
great assistance to America, 
which has 350,000 soldiers 
overseas, in a total of 130 
countries on 63 permanent 
bases. 

To those who fear the 


structure of a world govern¬ 
ment, it has already been for¬ 
mulated. Its official banner is 
represented by the stars and 
stripes, and the anti-Christ is 
the guy who barely passed 
Yale.
